Applicants show a coated microparticle composition. The prior art 

shows coated microparticles for delivering active agents. The prior art 
does not show nor fairly suggest applicants' composition wherein a solid 
gel forming solid particle comprised of two or more of the group consisting 
of dextrose, starch, gelatin, albumin and polyvinylpyrrolidone is utilized as a 
carrier for a coating layer comprised of an active material and a sugar 
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polymer. The particular combination enables a more uniform coating and 
allows the active agent to bind efficiently to the surface of the microparticle 
without agglomeration or loss.
